Removal of His Remains to the Monument 


Erected to His Memory. 


The remains of the ‘ Liberator’ of 
Ireland, on May lth, were removed 
from the temporary ‘vault in which 
| they had been deposited, gnd placed 
in the crypt under the Round Tower 
erected as a monument to his mem- 
ory. The tomb consists of cicht 


ne carved panel with the amns of the 
O'Connell family. Phe vofttin 
taining the remains m: iy be seen 
through the trefoil openings of the 
pierced panels. Ln front of cach of 
the panels rises a semi-circular arch 
supported by a base, shaft and capital. 
The soffits of each are elaborate ‘ly 
carved in imitation of the best exam- 
ples of pure Celtie ornament, taken | 
from existing remains of [risk orna- | 
ments, The table ofthe tomb is formed 
of one slab of Kilkenny marhle, 
Which projec 13 slightly ever the 
of the ‘sub-structure, moulded and | 
sunk to receive a brass inse ription | 
plate in the center of the slab an frish 
cross is cut.
